In December General Arnold, who is commander of American air forces, 
said that air blows will defeat Germany or make it so weak that an invasion 
by land would be easy. It was reported that seventeen large cities of Germany 
have been completely destroyed and six others have been badly damageo.,. The 
air attacks on German cities are continuing, German officials and people are 
leaving Berlin, the German capitol city.

Japanese ships and planes went to Rabaul from a place 
called Truk, and from other Islands, General McArthur's planes attacked Rabaul 
and damaged eight ws.r ships - Early in December. McArthur’.s men landed on the 
Island of New Biitain. Now our men are not far from Rablul. At about the same 
time that McArthur's men landed on New Brita in Island our airplane carriers 
attacked the Marshal Islands from island bases captured in November from the 
Japanese. The attacks were successful.

The Navaho Indians at Kayenta received a letter from General Eisenhower. 
This is what the letter said; 

”1 am delighted with the letter and signatures of my good friends the Nava 1 
ho Indians who mine vanadium. I wish I could shake hands with every one of 
them. They are doing a grand job for the war effort. Their spirit is refresh¬ 
ing, Only by fighting and working together as a great team, with each one 
pulling his share of the load, ‘can we expect to win the war as quickly'as- 
possible. Every day the war is shortened saves hundreds or perhaps thousands 
of lives," 

TRAINING IN SICK CARE 

A nurse will visit the Navaho Reservation to teach the people how to 
care for the sick. She will give instructions ‘in caring for accident cases. 
Also, she will tell how to care For sick children and babies. Many doctors 
and nurses have gone to the army, so it will be’well that Navaho women learn 
to take care of minor cases of sickness. The training of these women will 
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help the few remaining doctors and they will he on hand to care for those 
who are seriously ill. 

INFLUENZA IS GOING AROUND 

The influenza is spreading in the centers of population. By spring it 
will have spread to the outlying areas. Protect yourself and your neighbors 
from this disease. Do not go where there are crowds. K«ep your feet dry. Do 
not get chilled. When you catch a cold, go at once to a doctor. The doctor 
will tell you if you have caught the influenza, and he will give you medicine 
for it so you will soon get well again. 

SOCIAL WORKERS HAVE COME AMONG US

THE CHILDREN WHO -BECAME SICK AT 
TUBA CITY HAVE ALL RECOVERED 


Last November at the Tuba City school the children became violently sick 
for about four days. Food was loft for a day in a warm place, after which 
theyate it. Such occurences are common over the United States,.In the. 
summer when the weather is warm'they are most common. • 

‘Food kept in a cool place will not.spoil* Those who prepare food for 
the School children have all been instructed, and. have..been told to put milk, 
eggs, and moat in a cool place, to avoid' rocurencc of this sickness. The 
same thing can happen at home if the food is. loft for a-long time in a warm 

place. ... 

The children got well in a short time. When ono bocomcrs ill from food 
poisoning, ho should not eat solid foods, ho should orink plenty of water 
and hot tea. Thus, in about three days ho will get over it. 

TAKE CARE OF WILD ANIMALS 

Take care of the wild animals. Do not lot them die of starvation. Do not 
let them die of disease. Do not lot hunters kill them* The States have laws 
restricting hunting. According to these laws game which is not plentiful 
cannot be hunted. In some States deer and boa ver cannot bo hunted at all. 
Thus the deer and beaver arc allowed to increase. In other States door can 
be hunted only during the season. This is so the hunters will not kill too 
many deor. 

On the Navaho Reservation there is no law to restrict hunting, so a 
Navaho can hunt on his Reservation whenever he wants to. On the Navaho 
Reservation there are no deer, for the deer have all bo^n killeo. off. Deer 
could be restored by placing some in the mountains, and caring for them 
until they increase.

SCHOOLS RUN BY INDIANS ON INCREASE

The number of schools on the Navaho Reservation staffed entirely by Indians 
is increasing. White Horse Lake, Huerfano, Eeclabito, Cove and Rock- Point are 
examples of schools in which only Navahos.have been employed' as teachers and 
assistants since the start of the school year^ At Ganado, Pine Springs and 
Iyanbito, the entire staff is composed of Indians, some Havanas and some In¬ 
dians of ether tribes. Sawmill, Teecnospos, and ..Mexican Springs, two-tcacher 
schools, have one white teacher each* the other teacher end the assistants 
are Navahos a Out of the 39 employees in these 11 schools, only 3 white teachers 
are employed, . / 

In addition, throughout the other Navaho schools are 106 Indian employees 
receiving salaries above the median ($1,200) of teachers throughout the United 
States, - 

Navahos without college training are being employed .as teachers at 31,200 
to $1,440 per year, according to experience, Navahos with some*'college train¬ 
ing are receiving temporary appointments at $ 1 , 620 , if otherwise qualified. 

Experience indicates that the Navahos who have been given this opportunity 
do excellent work. They keep their school plants in the best condition,, and 
their knowledge of Navaho conditions greatly offsets their lack of training 
in pedogogical techniques.
